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Last Friday night just before I ventured out to catch 
a potentially intriguing Vodafone Cup match between 
Richmond and Preston, I mamaged to grab a glimpse 
of Channel Nine’s travel show, “Getaway”, whereby 
viewers had the chance to win a trip to the World 
Cup in Germany with three mates and $5000 worth of 
spending money. 

On route to Kevin Bartlett Reserve I popped into my local 
7/11 store and was greeted by a huge banner which was 
stretched across the face of the shop frontage, announcing 
that I was in the right place to pick up my “Socceroo Sup- 
porters Kit”, if only I did something or other with a bottle 
of “Gatorade”. 

My next stop was the bus stop. While I waited for the bus 
in perfect Melbourne football weather, sitting next to me 
in a bright “Nike” billboard was Socceroo hero Marco 
Bresciano, telling me that he and his pals weren't just go- 
ing to Germany to “make up the numbers”. 

When the bus arrived, it did so with an advertisement on 
the side of the vehicle informing me of the new “Renault 
Sport” that’s now on the market. Next to the car in the ad, 
were of course, a couple of soccer balls. 

“My, my” I thought to myself. Everywhere I looked, tured 
‘or went, “new football” was seemingly following me. 

As I jumped on the bus, paid my fare and grabbed a seat, I 
began to wonder what the sudden surge of football popu- 
larity means to the Vodafone Cup. 

In the past few seasons we have witnessed junior and fe- 
male registrations go through the roof — so much so that 
some clubs are apparently struggling to keep up with the 
demands to employ enough qualified coaches or provide 
sufficient ground space on training nights. 

On top of that, the successful launch of the A-league and 
World Cup qualification has propelled football to heights 
never before seen in this country. 

But, whilst the wave of popularity grows dramatically at 
junior, national and international level, what does it all 
‘mean for the state senior competitions, particularly in Vic- 
toria? 

Last year, the FFV reported that attendances for the VPL/ 
Vodafone Cup smashed all records before it when it the 
competition experienced over 300% growth. = 

In hindsight it would be fair to say that whilst those figures 
look rather exceptional on paper, the reality was that the 
inclusion of former NSL sides, South Melbourne and Mel- 
boume Knights, together with the return of long awaited 
derby matches involving the aforementioned, Preston Li- 
ons and Heidelberg United actually helped to inflate those 
statistics and more or less gave the VPL/Vodafone Cup a 
false sense of economy for season 2005. 

12006, the crowd figures have, not surprisingly, plateaued 
out somewhat and observers are probably now n6ticing a 
fairer indication of where the VPL/ Vodafone Cup stands in 
the bigger scheme of things, 

Whilst the FFV is kicking goals in the boardroom with 
announcements of six figure sponsorships with Vodafone, 
partnerships with MILO for the juniors and business rela- 
tionships with Foxtel for Futsal, complemented by unprec~ 
edented corporate interest from every conceivable angle, 
football appears to be finally realising its potential both on 
and off the field. 

Last week on Channel 31’s “The FFV Football Show’, 
host Ross Alatsis, conducted an interview with South 
Melboume’s coach John Anastasiadis, who stated that the 
Vodafone Cup will hopefully experience a “flow on effect” 
from the wave of success thé ode is experiencing across 
the country. 

In theory, John has a pretty valid point, but is the Vodafone 
Cup necessarily ready? 

The theory being that, with football numbers and inter- 
est booming everywhere and the A-league in hibemation, 
competitions like the Vodafone Cup should in fact be brac- 
ing itself for an influx of new football fans converted to 
the round ball game and thirsty for a weekend fix of the 
“hottest” game in town, Same dea! with the playe 
In theory, with massive numbers coming through the 
ranks, not everyone will be able to play for Melbourne 
Victory. So it makes Sense that after the best of the bunch 
are selected.to represent.A-league clubs, most of the re-

have terrace attendances in the Vodafone Cup dropped off 
recently? 

In my opinion, there are probably two reasons to that one. 
The first is the state of the majority of venues associated 
with the Vodafone Cup, and the second is inadvertently, 
the launch of the A-league. 

Apart from the rare exception, we all know that loyalty in 
sport has, Jong since been dead. Today’s athletes are more 
prone to play for the “lure of the lire” than the shirt any- 
more 

and fans of today’s modem game can be enticed to swap 
colours without too much reluctance. 

South Melbourne FC and to a lesser extent Melbourne 
Knights, have experienced this first hand, both with play- 
ers and fans. 

‘One only has to look at their attendance figures in the old 
NSL compared to today to see the difference. 

Its last year of NSL competition, South Melbourne was

pulling average gates of approximately 7,500, 

Last Sunday night against Bulleen Zebras, a little over 
1,000 braved the rain to watch South win 4-1. 

Without trying to go over old ground, South Melbourne 
have always been perceived as an “ethnic club", but it 
would have been an interesting piece of market research 
to actually conduct a breakdown of its NSL supporter fan 
base and see which ethnic backgrounds its fans actually 
came from. 

Contrary to popular belief, { dare say that a higher propor- 
tion of non-Greck background fans actually made up the 
numbers at Bob Jane than originally believed. 

Shortly after the Knights and South made their exits from 
the country’s national competition, it might be true to say 
that a good portion of their respective followings did in- 
deed swap their allegiances to Olympic Park in the two 
‘year period of when the NSL was laid to rest and the A- 
Jeague launched, 

Whilst it would be also fair to say that a good number of 
the generation of fans that once cheered their teams have 
simply died off or become too old to travel to matches any- 
more, a good proportion of that supporter base that would 
frequent Somers Street and Bob Jane Stadium just simply 
swapped allegiance. 

In theory, one could say that potentially over 5000 fans 
who once ventured to Bob Jane on a regular basis, now do 
so at Olympic Park instead. 

Another 2000 or so, now probably choose to fallow Oak- 
Ieigh Cannons or Kingston City, as the “hierarchy” that 
‘once existed between all of these clubs has since been 
Smashed and South Melbourne has now been reduced to 
compete on a somewhat “suburban” level. 

Ina romantic world, one could haye been forgiven to ex- 
pect, in the same vain as Fiorentina fans did in Italy or 
Manchester City fans did in England, when both of these 
proud clubs suffered relegation to their country’s Third 
Divisions, and their diebard fans famously turned out in 
force when their clubs were in dire straits and needed them 


most, to produce unprecedented attendance gates that were 
far bigger than practically any other clubs in any of the 
Divisions above them. 

Alas, we are in Australia and not Europe, where the soccer 
“psyche” is very much different and our clubs are more 
prone to an evidently more “disposable” market. / 
Just ask fans of now defunct clubs such as Carlton FC, 
Newcastle Breakers, Sydney City, Canberra Cosmos ete 
etc, to get the point. 

In order for the Vodafone Cup to become a truly respected 
and successful competition whereby it’s able to absorbAhe 
expected wave of the codes popularity, clubs will need to 
expand their supporter base and improve the facilities it 
currently has to offer, 

‘Venues like Bob Jane, Somers Street, Epping Stadium and 
even the Veneto Club are more than adequate, 
Unfortunately, as it stands the majority of the remaining, 
grounds are not conducive to attracting a wider fin base 
‘The FFV is more than aware of this issue and to ity credits, 
in the process of implementing a blueprint that will hope- 
fully assist clubs and councils to work towards providing, 
better facilities for players, fans and members alike, 
Inresponse to this issue, the FFV's CEO Tony Pignata said, 
“Basically, what were doing is releasing a’ground criteria, 
for clubs in the next few weeks. The criteria will determine 
whether clubsgan hold Vodafone Cup games, You could 
have 14 venues, but they all have to meet stringent require- 
ments, Were going to try and lift the ante on facilities and 
make sure there is seating, undercover seating, ample car 
parking, decent inedia fagilities, proper change rooms for 
players and referees, canteen...there’s a whole multitude 
we're looking at. 

This is not going to come in immediately and we'll give 
clubs a couple of years to try and address these issues. We 
basically we feel a lot of the present facilities don't meet 
What we want in the Vodafone Cup, and if clubs want to 
play in this competition they'll have to lift the standard.” 
He also said, “We'd like to see more families go to the 
‘Vodafone Cup in the future, I think a lot of clubs spend a 
lot of money on wages and we need! to try and turn some of 
that money into fucilities, It's a matter for the clubs to try 
‘and implement the guidelines that will shortly be set and 
for clubs to work with their respective councit 
Speaking with Altona Magic player Levent Osman, he 
stated that many players do not always feel comfortable 
bringing along wives, girlfriends, parents or children to a _- 
number of Vodafone Cup venties. 

The consensus being that with some venues there was 
nowhere for their guests or partners to’ sit and watch the 
match in comfort Es ‘ 

Atthe same time, ifit was to suddenly rain, a few grounds 
would struggle to provide adequate cover from the ele- 
ments. 

Legendary coach Stan Webster, who is now with Division 
One side Dandenong Thunder, reiterated the point when 
he said that clubs don’t need to go overboard with the fa- 
cilities, but if clubs could provide similar cover as to what 
exists at the Veneto Club, then that should be sufficient, 
The way it stands at the moment, if any potentially “new 
fian” decided to visit a Vodafone Cup fixture out of curi- 
osity, depending on the ground they visited, it is highly, 
unlikely they will return for anther dose of it.

MUNRO’S NIGHT OF FA CUP HISTORY 


As the 128th FA Cup Final approaches on 
Saturday night between Liverpool and West 
Ham ‘United, Goal! Weekly’s resident Bristol 
City fanatic Paul Jeferries takes a look back 
when the romance of the Cup truly touched 
his beloved “Robins”. 

Tn the 1993/94 season Manchester United won 
the League, a certain Irish fellow by the name 
of Roy Keane had just transferred from Notts 
Forest to the newly crowned champs, Andy Cole 
won the Top Goalscorer Award by scoring 34 
goals for Newcastle United and none other than 
Oakleigh Cannons’ coach, Stuart Munro, fea~ 
tured in.a classic 3rd Round FA Cup fixture that 
was made in ‘heaven”, 

Playing for Bristol City against a star studded 
Liverpool team, Munro helped The Robins to a 
1-0 Cup upset win and knocked their more fan- 
cied opponents out of the world’s oldest compe- 
tition at the first hurdle. 

Once again Liverpool finds itself as a hot fa- 
vourité, this time to capture its seventh FA Cup, 
but twelve years ago at Anfield in a most famous 
night which Cup legend is made of, Bristol City, 
then of the English Second Division knocked off 
the mighty Reds to record one of the biggest up- 
sets in recent FA Cup history. 

In that memorable night Bristol City fought off 
an Ian Rush inspited Liverpool - a legend of The 
Kop and arguably one of Europe’s most lethal 
strikers of his time, who Munro was in charging 
of marking. 

The first game had plenty of drama at the Robins’ 
home ground Ashton Gate, as all the floodlights 
went out midway through the second half. 

“Tt was a long time ago wasn’t it? The first game 
was called off due to lighting failure and then we 
got a draw before we had to go to Anfield on a 
Tuesday ora Wednesday night for the replay. 
Ironically Oakleigh’s victory against South Mel- 
boutne last Monday also experience floodlight 
failure but unlike that game, the FA Cup match 
was called off. 

The match was called off when the scores were 
1-1 so there was still all to play for when the 


‘match was replayed at Anfield. 
“We ended up winning 1-0 and it was quite an

experience playing in that tie at the time, I was 
a pretty experienced player by then and I re- 
member having to play in the centre of defence 
against Ian Rush and a young Robbie Fowler.” 
Tt was supposed to be a walkover but the team 
from the West Country had different ideas, The 
home army of Reds fans were silenced when 
Brain Tinnion hit a superb shot from the edge 
of the penalty box and sent the eight, thousand 
travelling cider heads into raptures.

“We played well that night and actually had quite 
a number of chances in that game. Obviously we 
‘were up against it that night and althbugh we had 
our backs to the wall for most of the time we still 
had 3 or 4 chances and if things hatl gone our 
way we might have won that game a little bit 
more convincingly.” 

Now a leading coach who actually made the 
shortlist for the Melbourne Victory job, the for- 
mer Glasgow Rangers, Blackbur Rovers and 
Bristol City player has taken hi€ current side 
Oakleigh Cannons to the top of the Vodafone 
Cup this season. 

Munro also led former National League’ side

Adding to his legend the Cannons still remain 
unbeaten as the competition heads for the half 
way stage - a feat not seen in Victoria’s top flight 
for years, } 
Bom in Falkirk, Scotland in 1962, this much 
travelled former full back won plenty of honours 
during his playing career including three Scot- 
tish Premier League titles with Rangers under 
fellow Scot, Graeme Souness. 

Ironically, in another twist of FA Cup tales, 
Graeme Souness was actually the manager of 
Liverpool that night when it met Munro’s Bristol 
City on its giant killing exploits. 

Under enormous pressure Souness immediately 
resigned after that defeat and shortly afterwards 
found himself a job in Turkey with Galatasaray. 
The Robins went on to defeat Stockport Cotnty 
4-0 in the next round, before succumbing to 
Charlton Athletic in Round 5.

Premier League refuse 
Roeder appeal 
NEWCASTLE- Newcastle United’ Caretak- 
er coach Glen Roeder has been refused per- 
mission by tag Premier League to take up the 

reigns of the Tyneside position full-time. 
Roeder, who does not yet hold the UEFA Pro Li- 
cense now required by all English Premiership 
managers, had tabled’a request to the Premier 
League for special dispensation in his case. He 
cited his length of service at the club and his 
obvious ability demonstrated over the last few 
months. 

But in an official statement the Premier League 
said, 

‘The Premier League Board has considered 
Neweastle United’s inquiry régarding the poten- 
tial appointment of Glenn Roeder as their man- 
ager. 

“Premier League Rules require that managers 
hold the UEFA Pro License and do not provide 
for any dispensation. 

“The only way the Board would be prepared to 
allow Newcastle United to appoint Glen Roeder 
as manager without the license is if so disected 
by member clubs. 

‘In the event of petmission being sought, suffi- 
cient support from clubs would have to be ob- 
tained and a formal resolution tabled at the forth- 
coming Premier League AGM.’ 

Newcastle go into their final match of the season 
at home to Chelsea hoping for a victory, which 
would see them finish in 7th spot and qualifica- 
tion for the Intertoto Cup. It has been a-remark- 
able turn around in the forttines of the club, who 
languished in 15th spot when Roeder took over,

On the final day, Anderlecht had a two-points advan- 
tage over Standard to defend so a win over Zulte would

Four minutes before the half time whistle, Lamine 
‘Traore broke the deadlock for the leaders and Hannu. 
Tihinen doubled the gap in the 54th minute. 
Frederic Dindeleux scored an own goal in the 64th 
minute, setting the score to 3-0. 
The title is Anderlecht’s 28th ever, with which they 
have a staggering fifteen more than Club Brugge, An- 
derlecht’s first league trophy was won in 1949, and the 
most recent victory came in 2004.
